THE  BIRTH  OF  CHRIST. 

The  advent  of  Jesus  Christ  was  a  theme  of  pro¬ 
phetic  instruction,  and  orangelic  rapture.

for  he  brought  them  '^good  tidings  of  great  joy, 
whiedi  he  declared  should  be  to  all  pkople  !  That 
It  did  not  prove  a  benefit  to  many  who  lived  upon 
earth  at  that  time,  is  but  too  evident  to  every  read¬ 
er  of  the  New  Testament  to  rerjuire  a  syllable  of 
proof.  How  then  is  it  ever  to  become  good  tidings 
of  great  joy  to  all  people?  We  are  sure  that  thou¬ 
sands,  multiplied  by  thousands,  havelcfl  the  world 
without  the  least  apparent  benefit  from  the  illustri¬ 
ous  person  or  labors  of  Christ;  and  if  it  does  not 
refer  to  a  future  state  of  being,  the  angel  who  bore 
these  tidings  to  the  shepherds,  was  either  ignorant, 
or  wilfully  deceptive  in  what  he  affirmed.  As  nei¬ 
ther  ignorance  or  wilful  deception  will  be  charged 
to  the  angel,  the  only  conclusion  which  w’e  can  ra¬ 
tionally  draw  from  his  language,  is,  that  at  some 
anticipated  period  in  a  future  state,  all  nations, 
families  and  kindreds  of  the  earth,  will  realize  the 
blessings  of  his  government  and  grace.  This  rich 
and  new  discovery  of  God’s  infinite  wisdom  and 
love  to  the  human  race,  woke  the  highest  notes  up* 
on  the  timbrels  of  seraphic  praise!  “Glory  to  Gtxl 
in  the  highest,”  was  what  drojiped  in  mehitig  ac¬ 
cents  from  their  immortal  tongues!

I  But  there  are  many  who  urge  and  recommend  its  ob¬ 
servance,  as  a  mere  ceremony  of  expediency,  u  being

that  to  observe  it  at  all,  is  to  nourish  the  general  idea  of 
those  who  do  observe  it,  that  it  is  obligatory  in  its  nature. 
As  to  the  former,  the  same  objections  prevail,  as  have 
just  been  stated.  There  is  a  growing  tendency  in  ita 
observance,  to  create  an  i(lea  of  superior  merit,  good¬ 
ness  and  obedience  in  those  who  partake,  over  those 
I  who  do  not— to  lead  the  clergyman  officiating,  to  cen 
sure  the  non-partakers  for  neglecting  a  duty.'  Bnteven 
laying  all  these  considerations  aside,  there  are  other  rea- 
sons  why  its  observance  would  be  productive  of  no  saluta¬ 
ry  effect  On  my  mind  and  feelings.  I  am  aware  that  to 
state  these  plainly,  may  give  offence  to  some  and  wound 
the  feelings  of  others;  but  situated  as  I  am,  1  do  not  feel 
at  liberty  to  avoid  stating  these  reasons  as  calmly,  can 
didly,  and  kindly  as  I  can.
